DO  YOU  BELIEVE  IN 
MAGIC? 

Last  Sunday  I  saw  the 
Mime  Troupe’s  final  per¬ 
formance  of  Fac  twino  Meets 
the  Mora'.  Majority.  As  us¬ 
ual,  I  laughed  a  lot,  along 
with  everyone  else  in  Dolores 
Park.  But  this  time,  I  also 
left  feeling  deeply  disturbed. 

Three  things,  among 
others,  gave  me  cause  for 
concern.  One  was  the  use 
of  magic  to  achieve  salutary 
political  ends.  Factwino,  Our 
Hero,  is  helpless  without  the 
intercession  of  the  Spirit  of 
Information.  There  is  some¬ 
thing  wrong  in  any  case 
when  the  people’s  protag¬ 
onist  has  to  rely  on  super¬ 
natural  agency.  But  in  a 
play  that  is  specifically  de¬ 
voted  to  exposing  the  super- 
stitiousness  and  the  irration¬ 
ality  of  the  Other  Side — in 
this  case,  the  Moral  Major¬ 
ity—  the  effect  is  sadly  ironic, 
not  to  say  devastating. 

The  same  goes  for  Arma- 
geddon-man.  Perhaps  the 
worst  thing  about  this  char¬ 
acter  was  not  his  ( their?  its?) 
truly  horrifying  appearance. 
Rather  it  was  what  this  fig¬ 
ure  signified:  the  idea  that 
the  real  cause  of  our  prob¬ 
lems  is  a  conspiratorial  mon¬ 
ster  (no  metaphor,  here) 
hiding  out  in  the  bowels  of 
Washington,  instead  of  the 
real  human  beings  who  are 
advancing  the  interests  of 
the  military-industrial  com¬ 


plex  only  too  openly  these 
days. 

Finally  there  was  the  end¬ 
ing —  pure  schlock.  The  scene 
with  the  redneck  retirees 
tearily  embracing  their  prod¬ 
igal  gay  son  and  his  boy¬ 
friend  in  a  Castro  Street  bar 
was  totally  unrealistic.  I 
don’t  mean  that  it  could 
never  happen  in  real  life.  I 
mean  that  it  made  no  sense 
in  terms  of  the  play. 

Factwino’s  purpose  in  life, 
we  were  told,  is  to  make 
people  think.  But  not  one  of 
the  many  ideological  turns 
to  the  left  in  Fac  twino  came 
about  because  somebody  start¬ 
ed  thinking.  The  hero  sim¬ 
ply  zapped  his  antagonists 
into  enlightenment,  just  like 
—  you  guessed  it:  Jerry  Fal- 
well. 

Don’t  get  me  wrong:  one 
of  the  best  things  about  the 
Mime  Troupe  has  always 
been  its  ability  to  make  us 
laugh,  not  only  at  others, 
but  at  ourselves.  There  is  a 
big  difference,  however,  be¬ 
tween  the  laughter  that  af¬ 
fords  perspective  and  the 
laughter  that  masks  cynicism 
arid  despair.  That  difference 
was  breached  last  Sunday  in 
Dolores  Park. 

Come  on.  Mime  Troupe! 
Now  more  than  ever,  we 
need,  not  wish-fulfilling  com¬ 
ic  strips,  but  provocative 
images  that  reveal  our  pos¬ 
sibilities  for  political  action. 
If  you  can  do  better,  maybe 
we  can,  too.

People  have  flown  kites  for  as  long 
as  they  have  wanted  to  fly  themselves. 
The  first  recorded  kite  flyer  in  the 
West  was  a  Greek  scientist  named 
Archytas  of  Tarentum.  who  raised  his 
sheepskin  banners  to  the  Aegean 
winds  500  years  before  Christ.  But 
across  the  continent  to  Aisa,  kite  fly¬ 
ing  was  already  an  established 
pastime.  The  Japanese  and  the  Chin¬ 
ese  had  elevated  kite  flying  to  a  sport 
and  kite  making  to  an  art  centuries 
earlier.  By  comparison,  Ben  Frank¬ 
lin's  stormy  career  with  kites  is  only 
recent  history.

PARKMERCED  SUBJECT  OF  SUIT 
ON  QUESTIONABLE  FEE 


SAN  FRANCISCO 

Parkmerced.  New  tenants 
moving  into  the  3,400-unit 
Parkmerced  apartment  com¬ 
plex  in  southwest  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  are  being  required  to 
fork  over  a  nonrefundablc 
fee  of  $65  with  their  first 
month’s  rent.  This  fee,  which 
according  to  Assistant  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney  David  Moon 
has  been  unlabeled,  has  now 
become  the  object  of  a  class 
action  suit  against  Parkmer¬ 
ced  Management  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  the  Parkmerced 
Company,  a  partnership  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  affluent 
Hclmslcy -Spear  real  estate 
firm. 

Despite  the  evidence  col¬ 
lected  by  Moon,  Parkmerced 
General  Manager  Claude 
Scovill  insists  no  question¬ 
able  fees  were  charged  for 
residence  in  the  complex. 
“There  is  no  basis  for  a  law¬ 
suit,  "Scovill  told  the  Guard¬ 
ian. 

According  to  Moon,  the 
California  Civil  Code  pro¬ 
hibits  nonrefundablc  fees. 
“There  is  a  similar  case  in 
Los  Angeles,”  he  said.  ‘There 


is  a  legal  question  as  to  whe¬ 
ther  they  can  label  the  fee 
‘rent’  and  collect  a  balloon 
payment  in  the  first  month. 
The  more  sophisticated  land¬ 
lords  are  not  calling  it  any¬ 
thing.” 

According  to  Moon,  with 
the  large  number  of  units  in¬ 
volved,  such  a  fee  could 
bring  in  thousands  of  dollars 
in  extra  revenue.  “If  it  is 
shown  that  they  were  acting 
in  bad  faith,  their  tenants 
could  recover  as  much  as 
$200  each,  and  the  court  is 
permitted  to  assess  civil  pen¬ 
alties  as  high  as  $2500  per 
tenant.  "He  said  the  suit  may 
come  to  trial  as  early  as  this 
winter. 

Despite  repeated  attempts 
by  the  Guardian,  Richard 
Kilmartin,  Parkmerced’s  at¬ 
torney  handling  the  suit,  has 
been  unavailable  for  com¬ 
ment. 


Haight- Ashbury/ Western 
Addition.  Many  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  have  discovered 
the  services  of  San  Francisco 
Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest 


(SFFUF),  a  group  that  of¬ 
fers  help  in  planting  trees  to 
ease  the  stark  atmosphere  of 
their  streets  and  help  combat 
theeffectsof  airpollution. 

One  such  group  is  the  “500 
Block  Club,”  composed  of 
about  15  residents  of  the  500 
block  of  Central  near  Hayes. 
On  Nov.  7th,  the  club  will 
gather  to  plant  some  two  doz¬ 
en  trees  in  the  400,  500  and 
600  blocks  of  Central  and 
adjoining  blocks  of  Grove  and 
Hayes. 

“We  got  so  tired  of  look¬ 
ing  out  our  windows  and  see¬ 
ing  only  concrete,”  block  club

member  Larry  McCadle  told 
the  Guardian.  With  SFFUF 
guidance,  he  and  neighbor 
Christine  Buck  completed 
the  process  of  locating  resi¬ 
dents  who  wanted  trees  in 
front  of  their  houses  and  were 
willing  to  contribute  $50  (tax- 
deductible)  for  each  tree.  The 
neighborhood  group  must 
first  obtain  permits  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Works, 
which  monitors  water  and 
gas  main  locations  under  the 
sidewalks.  SFFUF  will  pick 
up  the  remaining  cost  of  $50 
per  tree,  contract  for  the 
preparation  of  sidewalk 


holes,  obtain  the  trees  and 
provide  advice  on  how  to 
maintain  them.

Fruitvale.  The  Nieol  Land 
Trust,  a  grassroots  group  in 
the  Fruitvale  area,  will  be¬ 
come  the  first  neighborhood 
group  to  own  and  operate  its 
own  park,  according  to 
Claudia  Albano,  chair  of  the 
Office  of  Community  Devel¬ 


opment’s  (OCD)  Fruitvale 
District  Board  (one  of  seven 
OCD  neighborhood  (immu¬ 
nity  advisory  groups).  “It’s  a 
small  park,  but  we  fought  for 
it  and  it’sours, "she said. 

A  $30,000  Community  De¬ 
velopment  Block  Grant  has 
Ireen  allocated  to  acquire  and 
develop  the  land  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Coolidge  and  Nieol. 
“We  hope  it  will  happen 
within  the  next  few  months," 
said  Albano,  who  explained 
that  it  will  be  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  group’s  job  to  maintain 
the  park,  once  completed .

Reflections  on  the  Writers  Congress 


The  American  Writers  Congress,  held  in  New 
York  Oct.  9th-1 2th,  will  be  remembered  as 
being  noisy,  crowded,  contentious,  confused  — 
and  as  perhaps  one  of  the  most  important 
moments  in  the  recent  history  of  the  craft  of 
writing.  The  Guardian  asked  three  notable  local 
writers  for  thei r  impressions.  Here  are  their 
responses: 


here’s  E.L.  Doctorow,”  said  my 
"  I  New  York  friend  as  we  waited  in 
B  the  crowded  lobby  of  the  Roose¬ 
velt  Hotel  for  the  first  major  address  of  the 
Writers  Congress  to  begin.  Then  a  moment 
later,  “Oh,  there's  Donald  Barthelme.  And 
Kurt  Vonnegut.” 

I  hadn't  known  before  who  would  come 
to  The  Nation's  Writers  Congress,  but  at 
that  moment  I  got  the  picture  that  this  was 
going  to  be  one  diverse  group  of  scribes.  The 
best-selling  literary  novelists  (the  liberals,  at 
least,  Saul  Bellow  having  joined  the  Com¬ 
mentary  conservatives  in  boycotting  the 
event)  were  indeed  among  us,  as  were  hun¬ 
dreds  of  obscure,  well-known  and  moderate 
ly  successful  scientific  writers,  investigative 
reporters,  academic  authors,  poets,  play¬ 
wrights,  polemecists,  magazine  correspond¬ 
ents,  critics  and  many  others. 

Casual  encounters  at  the  coffee  shop  and 
the  clogged  hallways  of  the  hotel  gave  me  a 
more  direct  sense  of  how  disparate  the  group 
was.  I  chatted  with  a  trio  of  writers  who 
cover  the  nuclear  power  beat  in  scientific 
journals,  a  radical  black  woman  playwright 
from  New  Jersey  and  a  hotshot  magazine 
editor  who  complained,  sotto  voce,  that  “the 
place  is  full  of  socialists.”  Most  people  were 
from  New  York,  but  I  also  met  folks  from 
New  Mexico,  Latin  America  and  Holly¬ 
wood.  Some  carried  knapsacks,  others  clutch¬ 
ed  briefcases.  Some  wanted  to  make  con¬ 
tacts  and  score  a  break,  others  wanted  to 
talk  union. 

So  what  were  we  all  doing  there  together? 
What  do  writers  in  so  many  fields,  in  so 
many  outposts  along  the  liberal-left  front 
have  constructively  to  say  to  one  another? 
In  this  solitary,  competitive,  nearly  extinct 
profession  is  it  really  possible  to  form  what 
novelist  Jose  Yglesias  hopefully  called  "a 
more  perfect  union?” 

These  questions  were  on  the  minds  of 
many  conference  participants,  beginning 
with  keynote  speaker  Toni  Morrison.  She 
offered  a  clear,  unromantic  picture  of  the 
predicament  that  even  the  most  famous  and 
rewarded  writers  find  themselves  in:  “We  re 
toys,”  said  the  regal  black  author  of  Tar 
Baby,  “little  things  to  play  with  by  kings 
who  love  us  when  we  please  and  dismiss  us 
when  we  don’t.  ’’  She  talked  about  the  “lov¬ 
ed  picture”  we  hold  of  “the  alienated,  iso¬ 
lated  individual  writer."  And  she  urged  us 
to  give  up  that  image,  declaring,  “We  don’t 
need  any  more  writers  as  solitary  heroes;  we 
need  a  heroic  writers  movement.  ” 

Most  writers  I  heard  at  the  conference 
seemed  to  agree,  but  there  was  also  strong 
evidence  of  a  resistance  that  runs  more 
than  ink-deep.  The  idea  of  a  union  both  at¬ 
tracts  and  repels  American  writers,  who 
often  see  themselves  as  solitary  freedom 
fighters  or  solo  explorers  on  expeditions  of 
the  imagination. 

That  the  priorities  of  writers  present  were 
often  very  different  was  crystal  clear.  The 
conference  presented  a  mind-boggling  di¬ 
versity  of  panels,  and  on  each  panel  many 
viewpoints  were  expressed.  So  it  was  that 
black  anthologist  Mary  Helen  Washington 
asked,  “Where  in  our  consciousness  is  that 
vast  army  of  poor,  young  nonreaders,  and 
what  in  our  writing  will  save  them  from 
the  destruction  that  is  planned  for  them?”, 
while  moments  later  fellow  panelist  Arthur 
Miller  aimed  his  fire  at  the  Broadway  hit¬ 
making  power  of  The  New  York  Times.  In 
a  tense  discussion  of  pornography,  writers 


Ellen  Willis  and  Andrea  Dworkin  could  not 
come  to  mutually  acceptable  definitions  of 
pornography  and  erotica,  while  male  First 
Amendment  champions  present  kept  reduc¬ 
ing  the  issue  of  feminist  anger  about  vio¬ 
lence  in  media  to  a  simple  matter  of  repres¬ 
sion  and  censorship.  A  panel  of  well-known 
playwrights  (including  the  San  Francisco 
Mime  Troupe’s  Joan  Holden)  bemoaned  the 
lack  of  serious,  substantive  plays  that  get 
produced  on  Broadway  and  in  regional  the¬ 
aters,  while  in  a  later  discussion  among  suc¬ 
cessful  screenwriters  (including  the  team 
that  authored  the  Superman  films),  the 
point  was  how  to  get  an  agent  and  sell 
your  idea. 

There  are  relationships  to  be  found  in 
many  of  these  divergent  issues,  but  there 
were  also  major  disagreements  about  what 
the  real  problems  are  and  what  constitutes 
a  “heroic”  role  for  writers  in  this  awesome 
era.  Despite  all  the  dissension,  there  was  a 
vote  to  start  a  national  writers  organiza¬ 
tion.  What  it  will  be  and  who  will  feel 
compelled  to  join  it  is  a  large  question;  be 
assured  that  the  process  of  building  such  an 
organization  will  be  extremely  difficult. 

But  I  came  away  from  the  Congress  feel¬ 
ing  that  the  conflicts  and  confusions  among 
writers,  as  well  as  the  expressions  of  solidar¬ 
ity,  accurately  reflected  what  is  happening 
among  progressives  everywhere  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  To  try  and  escape  these  conflicts  means 
to  retreat  from  working  to  build  a  move¬ 
ment  with  national  focus  and  impact.  It 
means  settling  only  for  small  associations 
among  people  who  have  an  easier  time 
agreeing.  Those  associations  are  important 
too,  but  the  clear  message  of  the  conference 
was  that  it’s  time  to  at  least  try  for  some¬ 
thing  larger  and  more  visible,  even  if  it  is 
going  to  mean  a  struggle.

One  hour  into  Manhattan  and  my 
crowd  of  West  Coast  writers  was 
stalled  midtown  in  the  shadows  of 
the  Gulf  &  Western-Simon  and  Schuster 
and  'RCA  Random  House  skyscrapers.  It 
was  a  traffic  jam  like  nothing  you  need  suf¬ 
fer  on  the  Bayshore  Freeway.  Already 
blitzed  on  Pam  Am  scotch  and  glitzed  with 
the  excitement  of  the  first  really  major 
writers  congress  in  decades,  everybody  be¬ 
gan  to  complain  about  New  York  drivers, 
New  York  publishing  conglomerates,  chau¬ 
vinistic  New  York  magazine,  and,  for  God’s 
sake,  foppish,  long-nailed,  mole-breathed, 
arch-eyebrowed,  quiche-eating,  Yellow-Cab- 
hailing  New  York  critics. 

Somebody  stuck  his  head  out  the  win¬ 
dow.  “Nuke  New  York!"  he  shouted.  We 
rolled  down  all  the  windows.  “NUKE  NEW 
YORK!”  “NUKE  NEW  YORK!"  “NUKE 
NEW  YORK!" 

Next  morning  all  was  forgiven.  At  the 
2nd  Ave.  Deli  1  promptly  ordered  a  1  pm 
breakfast  of  bacon,  eggs,  hash  browns, 
buttered  wheat  toast  and  a  chocolate  malt¬ 
ed  milk.  I  was  informed  that  bacon  and 
butter  are  not  kosher,  while  hash  browns, 
whole  wheat  and  chocolate  malts  are  not 
part  of  the  language.  No  matter,  for  the 
next  four  breakfasts  I  was  adopted  as  a  visit¬ 
ing  oddity  by  the  management. 

Alternately  calling  me  Mr.  Moose  and 
Sir,  they  wanted  to  know  if  Dianne  was 


really  Jewish  and  whether  Mr.  Manson  was 
still  in  jail. 

No,  New  York  was  not  the  main  prob¬ 
lem  on  the  agenda  or  the  wild  hordes  from 
the  West  Coast  would  have  set  the  place 
straight  by  the  end  of  the  weekend. 

The  problem  is  library  censorship  and 
bookburning  by  God  Squadders,  the  big 
book  syndrome  that  dooms  quality  books 
with  smaller  print  runs  to  poor  distribution 
and  worse  publicity,  the  imminent  end  to 
post- Watergate  openness  enjoyed  by  in¬ 
vestigative  reporters  and  the  scandalous  un¬ 
derpayment  of  writers  who  type  away  in 
the  last  cottage  industry.  One  survey  esti¬ 
mates  the  average  writer,  presumably  free¬ 
lance,  earns  only  $4. 90  an  hour. 

You  have  others  on  these  pages  to  tell 
you  that. 

Let  me  tell  you  about  the  party  on  Satur¬ 
day  night  sponsored  by  The  Nation,  Mother 
Jones  and,  of  all  people,  the  Atlantic  Month¬ 
ly.  Truly  tough  even  by  the  flat-out  stand¬ 
ards  of  San  Francisco.  Live  band,  enor¬ 
mous  warehouse,  horseshoe  bar,  everybody 
you  sat  in  the  dean’s  office  with  and  hadn’t 
seen  since.  A  firefight  precipitated  by  no 
ideological  or  regional  differences  whatso¬ 
ever  broke  out  at  the  bar  with  ice  cubes 
and  lime  wedges  as  the  weapons  of  choice. 

Some  time  after  three,  Dave  Talbot  of 
Mother  Jones  led  a  march  out  the  door  to  a 
New  Wave  version  of  the  Great  American 
Music  Hall  called  the  Ritz.  The  Ritz  was 
already  closed.  Which  leaves  L  A.  as  the 
only  town  that  never  sleeps,  but  then,  who 
wants  to  greet  the  dawn  from  a  Denny’s? 


I  don't  know  what  went  on  at  the  morn¬ 
ing  panel.  I  can’t  bear  seeing  an  editor  be¬ 
fore  breakfast.  The  opening  session  on  Fri¬ 
day  night  was  lots  of  fun.  Minnesota  poet 
Meridei  LeSueur  gave  a  great  barnburning 
speech  from  the  hoary  past  ("Mother  chain¬ 
ed  herself  to  the  White  House  fence  to  secure 
women  sufferage,"  “Writers  produce,  wri¬ 
ters  are  workers”)  and  Tony  Morrison  curd¬ 
led  the  blood  for  us  younger  folks  while 
sound  tech  Studs  Terkel  adjusted  the  mike. 
Sunday  night’s  plenary  passed  the  concept 
of  a  national  writers  union  to  clapping, 
stomping,  and  only  a  few  tossed  hats.  (Where 
are  the  Dashiell  Hammett  hats  of  today?) 

The  Congress  was  about  spirit  and  organ¬ 
izing  and  writers  stepping  from  behind 
their  typewriters  to  say  no  more  Ms./Mr. 
Nice  Guy.  Can  we  pull  it  off?  By  Monday 
morning  the  eyes  of  the  holy  were  glazed. 
“If  we  picked  just  one  major  publishing 
house  to  strike  as  they  did  in  Britain,” 
Berkeley's  David  Weir  was  telling  me, 
“and  limited  our  demands  to  the  magazines 
to  kill  fees  and  response  time.  .  .  .‘The  eyes 
of  the  skeptics  were  watery.  I’m  sure.  They 
were  glad  that  they’d  had  a  drink  with  an 
agent  besides  their  own.

Pehaps  it  would  have  been  simpler,  per¬ 
haps  it  would  have  been  wiser  for  the 
Congress’s  sponsor,  The  Nation  maga¬ 
zine  (actually,  the  mag’s  institutional  spin¬ 
off,  d.b.a.  the  Nation  Institute)  to  have  called 
the  weekend  'The  American  Left  Writers 
Congress. "  Then  again,  maybe  that  was  fhe 


whole  point:  to  get  as  many  dogies  as  possible 
in  the  corral  and  then  see  how  many  would 
stay  in  of  their  own  volition.  After  all,  it 
wasn’t  as  if  The  Nation  was  a  totally  un¬ 
known  quantity.  People  knew  what  they 
were  getting  into.  And,  in  the  end,  surpris¬ 
ingly  few  dogies  bolted. 

“A  Congress  not  a  Conference,  because  at 
a  conference  people  talk  ...  at  a  congress 
people  act.”  Thus  ran  the  Congress  organi¬ 
zers’  published  credo,  and  it  provided  the 
raw  material  for  thousands  of  jokes  amidst 
the  burble  of  bitching,  bickering,  rhetoric, 
posturing,  longwindedness  and  requests  for 
subway  directions.  But,  in  the  end,  as  on  so 
many  levels,  the  Congress  organizers  were 
dead  right:  what  made  the  Congress,  rescued 
it  from  the  babble  and  confusion,  was  the 
widespread  realization  that  this  was  an  his¬ 
toric  occasion,  one  worth  extra  effort,  extra 
pat  ience  and  concrete  fol low-  th rough . 

Alongside  the  commitment  to  producing 
tangible  results  ran  a  poignant  effort  to  de¬ 
fine  the  writer's  role.  Marcus  Raskin  of 
Washington’s  Institute  for  Policy  Studies 
called  writers  "the  most  powerful  of  the 
powerless.  "Jules  Feiffer  first  asked,  “Are  we 
in  a  funk  or  are  we  in  a  crisis?”  and  then, 
while  laughter  still  eddied  around  the  C rand 
Ballroom,  compared  writers  to  “stunned  w  it¬ 
nesses  at  an  accident  .  .  .  ." 

“The  accident,”  said  Feiffer,  "is  the  United 
Statesof  America." 

The  Nation's  game  plan  for  the  Congress 
raised  disingenuousness  to  an  art  form.  Seri¬ 
ously,  it  was  pure  genius  and  everyone  should 
immediately  subscribe  to  the  resurrected 
Victory  Navasky-lcd  Nation  as  a  token  of 
thanks  for  vision,  leadership  and  a  year  of 
hard  work.  Here's  how  the  scenario  evolved: 

•  Bust  your  butt  and  call  in  your  chits  to 
make  sure  the  money  is  there. 

•  Publicize  like  hell. 

•Constitute  a  national  advisory  commit¬ 
tee  with  strong  ties  to  disenfranchised  com¬ 
munities  and  regional  writersorganizations. 

•  Declare  a  crisis:  “Of  course,  all  writers 
know  that  expression  is  not  free,  that  it  has 
costs,  and  that  these  costs  are  rising.  The 
Congress  will  .  .  .  look  for  the  ways  and 
measns  of  ensuring  that  the  combined  forces 
of  commercialism,  technology  and  a  resur¬ 
gent  effort  to  enforce  conformity  do  not 
raise  the  price  of  free  expression  higher  than  a 
democratic  society  can  afford  to  pay.  ” 

•  Get  2,500  "stunned  witnesses”  together. 
Subject  them  to  sensory  overload:  an  unend¬ 
ing  gauntlet  of  panels,  workshops,  keynotes, 
parties  and  flesh-pressing. 

•  Finally,  make  those  witnesses  testify. 
Make  them  call  the  accident  by  its  rightful 
name.  Make  them  say  what  they're  going  to 
do  about  it. 

Here's  what  is  likely  to  happen  hence¬ 
forward: 

•  Fifteen  hundred  to  2,000  people,  at  a 
guess,  went  away  heartened,  supportive  and 
supported.  They  form  the  ongoing  Congress 
constituency.  They  and  the  thousands  more 
who  couldn’t/didn't  come  but  might  next 
time,  as  good  work  breeds  good  press,  con¬ 
stitute  a  potent  national  community  of  pro¬ 
gressive  writers. 

•  A  National  Writers  Union  took  the  first 
great  stumbling  lurch  into  existence.  (Drop 
us  a  line  at  Fort  Mason  if  you  want  more 
info.) 

•  A  15-person  executive  board  waselected 
and  mandated  to  carry  out  the  work  of  the 
Congress. 

•  Plans  are  underway  to  convene  a  Wes¬ 
tern  regional  Congres.ssome  time  in  1982. 

•  Local  individuals  and  organizationsfind 
themselves  plugged  into  a  national  network, 
with  very  concrete  possibilities  for  support. 
Media  Alliance,  for  example,  emerged  from 
the  cocoon  of  its  local  organizational  work  to 
find  itself  widely  respected  as  a  model  of  me- 
diaworker  cooperation  along  professional, 
political  and  social  axes.

AN  ELECTION 
IN  SEARCH 
OF  SOME 
VOTERS 


At  first  glance,  there  doesn’t 
seem  to  be  much  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco’s  Nov.  3rd  municipal 
elections  to  turn  out  to  vote 
for.  In  only  one  of  the  two  city 
posts  up  for  election  is  the  incumbent 
being  challenged.  Of  the  16  propositions 
on  the  ballot,  seven  are  unopposed.  And 
the  other  nine  are  not  the  sort  that  will  at¬ 
tract  droves  of  voters  to  the  polls.  By  most 
accounts,  this  will  not  be  an  election  to 
remember— except  perhaps  for  its  low 
voter  turnout. 

But  the  seeming  dullness  of  this  election  ob¬ 
scures  several  vital  issues.  Will  the  voters  of  San 
Francisco  agree  to  give  away  their  power  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  to  expand 
the  airport?  Will  the  only  set  of  regulations  gov¬ 
erning  the  city’s  taxi  industry  be  scrapped?  Will 
the  voters  agree  to  allow  the  circumvention  of

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normal  civil  service  procedures  in  filling  high-pay¬ 
ing  city  positions?  Should  cable  car  fares  be  dou¬ 
bled?  And,  perhaps  most  significant  of  all,  will 
City  Attorney  George  Agnost  receive  a  vote  of 
confidence,  despite  his  recent  high-handed  pro¬ 
business  and  anti-gay  and  neighborhood  rulings? 

There  are,  it  is  true,  no  major  political  or  eco¬ 
nomic  issues  overtly  at  stake  in  this  election.  Sad¬ 
ly,  the  voters  have  not  been  asked  to  speak  their 
minds  on  such  vital  local  issues  as  the  availability 
of  affordable  housing,  the  proliferation  of  destruc¬ 
tive  downtown  highrise  office  towers  or  the  lack 
of  district  representation  on  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors.  The  message  seems  to  be,  “Relax.  There’s 
nothing  major  afoot,  nothing  to  really  worry  about.” 

That's  not  true.  A  substantial  turnout  of  con¬ 
cerned  voters,  speaking  their  minds  through  the 
ballot,  will  serve  to  remind  the  Supervisors  that 
the  people  of  this  city  have  no  intention  of  aban¬ 
doning  to  the  board  the  control  of  policies  that  af¬ 
fect  us  all. 

As  an  example,  take  the  issue  of  dwindling  city 
finances.  The  only  revenue-raising  mechanism 
proposed  in  this  election  is  Proposition  B,  which 
would  allow  cable  car  fares  to  be  set  higher  than 
other  Muni  services.  But  according  to  the  most 
optimistic  estimates,  Prop.  B  would  raise  only 
about  $2.6  million  a  year.  That  will  make  hardly  a 
dent  in  next  year’s  fiscal  crunch.  Yet  not  one  of 
the  11  supervisors  even  introduced  a  measure  that 
would  significantly  ease  the  pressure  on  endan¬ 
gered  city  services. 

The  Supervisors  placed  on  the  ballot  15  of  the 
16  measures  voters  are  being  asked  to  decide.  We 
feel  a  substantial  turnout,  voting  positions  that 
declare  San  Franciscans’  concerns  about  the  di¬ 
rection  of  city  government,  will  serve  to  remind 
our  elected  officials  that  the  people  of  this  city, 
and  not  the  paid  lobbyists  that  fill  their  campaign 
coffers,  are  the  body  to  which  they  are  ultimately 
responsible. 

We,  after  all,  elect— and  reelect— them.

Admittedly,  Joe  Hughes 
stands  little  chance  of  un¬ 
seating  incumbent  City  At¬ 
torney  George  Agnost.  At 
presstime,  Hughes  had  not 
yet  raised  any  funds,  while 
Agnost  could  boast  of 
more  than  $76,000  in  cam¬ 
paign  contributions.  In 
past  tries  at  election,  Hugh¬ 
es  hasn’t  done  well,  re¬ 
ceiving  only  a  handful  of 
votes  in  runs  for  mayor  in 
1979  and  supervisor  in 
1980.  Agnost,  most  ob¬ 
servers  predict,  will  walk 


away  from  this  election 
with  a  landslide  victory. 

If  that’s  true,  it  will  stand 
as  an  indictment  of  the  lo¬ 
cal  political  process.  In  the 
last  four  years  in  office  Ag¬ 
nost  has  racked  up  a  shod¬ 
dy  performance  record. 
Remarkably,  he  has  man¬ 
aged  to  alienate  both  con¬ 
servative  and  liberal  ele¬ 
ments  in  city  politics  with 
his  recent  rulings.  Sup¬ 
posedly  a  nonpolitical  of¬ 
fice,  the  city  attorney’s  of¬ 
fice  has  become  so  politi- 
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cal  under  Agnost  that  much 
important  legislation  that 
would  benefit  the  city's 
workers  and  tenants  dies 
there.  Simply  put,  more  of¬ 
ten  than  not,  Agnost  is  a 
good  friend  to  the  city’s 
powerful  business  and  real 
estate  interests. 

That’s  not  to  say  Agnost 
is  all  bad.  He  is  an  amiable 
man  who,  despite  his  rec¬ 
ord  in  office,  has  perform¬ 
ed  better  than  his  pred¬ 
ecessor,  Thomas  O'Con¬ 
nor.  Agnost  did  take  on 
Warren  Simmons  after 
news  reports  made  public 
the  sweetheart  tax  assess¬ 
ment  the  developer  landed 
for  his  Pier  39  project.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  those  achieve¬ 
ments  are  too  few  and  too 
far  between. 

In  the  area  of  housing, 
Agnost  has  ruled  in  seem¬ 
ingly  contradictory  ways 
at  various  times,  each  of 
those  times  benefitting 
property  owners  over  ten¬ 
ants.  Last  year,  Agnost 
ruled  that  Mayor  Feinstein 
does  have  the  right  to  veto 
rent  control  legislation, 
even  though  she  may  have 
a  conflict  of  interest  be¬ 
cause  of  her  ownership  of 
residential  rental  proper¬ 
ty.  Agnost’s  ruling  meant 
that  Feinstein  could  veto 
vacancy  control  legisla¬ 
tion  that  would  have  favor¬ 
ed  tenants  over  landlords. 

This  year,  in  ruling  that 
Supes.  Lee  Dolson  and 
Richard  Hongisto  could 
not  vote  on  some  import¬ 
ant  housing  matters  be¬ 
cause  they  own  several 
units  of  residential  rental 
property,  Agnost  may  have 
been  the  biggest  factor  in 
the  Supervisors’  failure  to 
approve  strict  controls  on 
condominium  conversions. 
And  again  this  month,  Ag¬ 
nost  ruled  that  Dolson  and 
Hongisto  could  not  vote 
to  extend  the  city’s  mild 
rent  control  law.  Without 


Hongisto,  the  extension 
proposal  barely  received 
the  six  votes  it  needed. 

Other  rulings  by  Agnost 
have  meant  that  the  city 
backed  down  on  a  tough 
proposal  limiting  the  con¬ 
version  of  low-income  res¬ 
idential  hotel  units  to  tour¬ 
ist  use,  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  could  not 
pass  legislation  aimed  at 
creating  a  civilian  review 
process  to  examine  pos¬ 
sible  police  misconduct 
and  that  San  Francisco’s 
pioneering  Gay  Rights  Or¬ 
dinance  was  almost  knock¬ 
ed  off  the  books.  It’s  time 
forachange. 

Hughes  offers  that 
change.  He  told  us  he  feels 
Agnost's  rulings  on  the 
conflicts  of  interest  in 
house  votes  were  incor¬ 
rect.  Hughes  also  main¬ 
tains  the  city  attorney's  of¬ 
fice  should  have  stuck  to 
its  original  opinion  in  the 
case  of  residential  hotel 
conversions,  an  act  that 
would  have  left  the  city 
with  strong  legislation 
prohibiting  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  thousands  of  low- 
income  rental  units  to  more 
lucrative  tourist  use. 
Hughes  says  he’d  be  a 
more  liberal  city  attorney 
than  Agnost  and  would 
urge  legislation  to  munici¬ 
palize  PG&E  and  to  create 
incentives  for  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  police  officers  to  live 
within  thecity. 

Hughes  offers  a  breath 
of  fresh  air  in  an  other¬ 
wise  boring  election.  His 
candidacy  has  been  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the  Alice  B. 
Toklas  Memorial  Demo¬ 
cratic  Club  and  the  Stone¬ 
wall  Gay  Democratic 
Club.  Despite  those  en¬ 
dorsements,  Agnost  will 
probably  win  by  a  substan¬ 
tial  margin.  Still,  we  would 
like  to  send  him  a  strong, 
clear  message.  Vote  for 
Hughes. 


CITY  TREASURER:  marycallanan 


This  is  Callanan’s  first 
election  attempt  and  she 
is  unopposed.  Appointed 
tothis  post  in  August  1980 


by  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein 
to  finish  out  the  term  of 
the  retiring  Thomas  Scan¬ 
lon,  Callanan  has  retained 
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a  low  profile  over  the  past 
year.  The  position  of  city 
treasurer  is  a  relatively  un- 
controversial  one  with  few 
policy  directives  stemming 
from  it.  Callanan  has  man¬ 
aged  to  keep  it  uncontro- 
versial  and  has  received 
the  support  of  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  as  well  as  Mayor 
Feinstein.  This  is  a  safe 
vote. 

PROP.  A: 

Airport  bonds 

NO 

This  is  one  of  those 
innocuous  sounding 
proposals  that,  upon 
closer  examination,  is  any¬ 
thing  but.  If  passed,  Prop. 
A  would  settle  a  $50  mil¬ 
lion  lawsuit  brought 
against  the  city  by  a  group 
of  airlines  that  use  San 
Francisco  International 
Airport,  alleging  the  city 
illegally  collected  some 
$35  million  in  landing  fees 
and  rental  charges.  But 
it  would  also  circumvent 
the  voters  in  the  approval 
of  airport  revenue  bonds, 
allow  virtually  unlimited 
expansion  of  the  airport 
and  add  further  fuel  to 
the  raging  fires  of  Man- 
hattanization  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

As  it  reads,  Prop.  A  is 
simply  a  charter  amend¬ 
ment  that  allows  the  Super¬ 
visors  to  issue  revenue 
bonds  to  acquire,  build, 
improve  and  expand  air¬ 
port  facilities  without  a 
vote  of  the  public.  The 
measure  is  aimed  at  cir¬ 
cumventing  a  voter- 
approved  1976  charter 
amendment  that  requires 
a  majority  vote  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  for  all  revenue  bonds 
to  go  into  effect.  Prop.  A 
is  limited  only  to  airport 
revenue  bonds,  but  who’s 


to  say  this  exemption 
would  not  set  a  prece¬ 
dent  for  similar  exemp¬ 
tions  in  the  future?  Will 
San  Franciscans  foot  the 
bill  on  interest  payments 
for  bonds  to  finance  a 
supervisor’s  pet  project 
in  the  future?  Prop.  A  is 
a  dangerous  precedent  to 
set. 

Proponents  of  the 
amendment  argue  that  if 
Prop.  A  passes,  the  city 
stands  to  gain  between  $5 
and  $6  million  annually 
from  airport  concessions 
under  the  terms  of  the 
settlement.  What  they  fail 
to  point  out,  however, 
is  that  at  continuing  high 
interest  rates,  a  large  chunk 
of  that  revenue  could  be 
eaten  up  by  interest  pay¬ 
ments  on  future  airport 
revenue  bonds. 

Worst  of  all,  if  Prop.  A 
is  approved,  the  city  would 
legally  be  bound  to  ex¬ 
pand  San  Francisco  Inter¬ 
national  Airport  to  a  capa¬ 
city  of  31  million  passen¬ 
gers  per  year,  an  increase 
of  40%  from  current 
usage,  based  on  airport 
commission  statistics. 
Those  nine  million  extra  air¬ 
port  passengers  per  year 
will  cause  a  more  crowded 
Bayshore  Freeway,  make 
it  more  difficult  to  park 
near  the  airport  and  in¬ 
crease  airplane  noise  in 
the  area.  Already,  a  group 
of  175  neighbors  of  San 
Francisco  International 
Airport  have  initiated  a 
$131,250  lawsuit  against 
the  city  for  nuisance 
damage  caused  by  airport 
noise.  If  Prop.  A  is  passed, 
San  Franciscans  will  be 
shoving  a  larger  airport 
down  the  throats  of  San 
Mateo  County  residents 
who  don’t  have  a  say  in 
the  matter. 

Prop.  A  is  a  bad  settle¬ 
ment.  It’s  worse  legisla¬ 
tion.  And  it’s  a  new  wrinkle 


in  the  Manhattanization  of 
San  Francisco.  Thumbs 
down. 

PROP.  B: 

Cable  car  fares 

YES 

The  city  charter  currently 
prohibits  the  city  Pub¬ 
lic  Utilities  Commission 
from  setting  different  fares 
for  the  cable  cars  than 
for  other  Muni  services. 
Prop.  B  would  change 
that  and  allow  the  PUC  to 
charge  more  for  use  of  the 
cable  cars.  The  idea  be¬ 
hind  this  amendment  is 
that  cable  car  fares  could 
be  upped  to  $1,  which, 
according  to  Harvey  Rose, 
the  city’s  budget  analyst, 
could  raise  an  additional 
$2.6  million  in  revenues 
for  the  city.  Opponents  of 
the  plan  have  some  legiti¬ 
mate  criticisms.  If  cable 
car  fares  double,  hurt  the 
most  will  be  their  regular 
users  who,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  do  not  pur¬ 
chase  monthly  Fast  Pas¬ 
ses.  Higher  cable  car  fares 
will  certainly  cause  a  hard¬ 
ship  to  some  of  their  reg¬ 
ular  users.  But  the  chance 
to  raise  $2.6  million  for 
the  strapped  city  budget 
outweighs  the  relatively 
minor  inconvenience  of 
ourchasinq  a  Fast  Pass. 

PROP.  C: 

Community 
college  and 
school  district 
workers  ’ 
compensation 

YES 

Currently,  the  city’s  re¬ 
tirement  board  ad¬ 


ministers  workers’  com¬ 
pensation  benefits  for  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  SF  Com¬ 
munity  College  and  Uni¬ 
fied  School  Districts,  while 
the  city  picks  up  the  en¬ 
tire  tab.  Prop.  C  would 
require  both  districts  to 
reimburse  the  city  for  the 
costs  of  administering  the 
benefits.  There  is  no  oppo¬ 
sition  to  this  amendment. 

PROP.  D: 

Assassinated 

officeholder 

benefits 

NO 

Proponents  of  this  mea¬ 
sure  are  right  in  one 
way:  the  city  should  pro¬ 
vide  some  benefits  for  the 
dependents  of  assassi¬ 
nated  officeholders  just  as 
it  does  for  the  families  of 
police  and  fire  officers 
who  die  in  the  line  of  duty 
But  all  that  Prop.  D  does 
is  allow  the  Supervisors 
to  award  such  benefits. 
It  does  not  establish  a 
process  by  which  those 
benefits  are  to  be  granted. 
If  Prop.  D  passes  and  an 
elected  official  is  assassi¬ 
nated,  the  amount  that  that 
official'sdependents  would 
receive  would  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Supervisors.  Such 
a  process  could  lead  to 
inequitable  benefits  based 
on  the  popularity  of  the 
assassinated  official. 


PROP.  E: 

Retirement 

allowance 

YES 

Here’s  a  rare  one:  a 
ballot  measure  that 


will  cost  the  city  more  than 
$1  million  annually  but 
that  no  one,  not  even  Sup. 
Kopp,  opposes.  Prop  E 
would  increase  by  $25 
the  monthly  payment  to 
members  of  the  City  Re¬ 
tirement  System  with  20 
years  or  more  of  service 
to  the  city.  For  retirees 
with  less  than  20  years 
service,  the  $25  figure 
would  be  reduced  propor¬ 
tionately.  Currently,  retire¬ 
ment  benefits  for  city  em¬ 
ployees  increase  by  only 
2%  per  year,  while  the 
Consumer  Price  Index 
rises  an  average  of  7.6% 
annually.  Though  $25 
won’t  make  more  than  the 
slightest  dent  in  that  gap, 
it’s  better  than  nothing, 
especially  given  President 
Reagan’s  threats  to  re¬ 
duce  social  security  bene¬ 
fits. 

PROP.  F: 

Nurses’ pay 

YES 

The  chronic  shortage  of 
nurses,  combined  with 
the  fact  that  the  city  can 
only  pay  its  nurses  the 
average  wage  received  by 
nurses  in  the  area,  means 
the  city’s  public  hospi¬ 
tals  are  losing  their 
nurses  to  private  sector 
hospitals  that  can  pay 
premium  wages.  While 
this  amendment  does  not 
deal  with  the  root  of  the 
problem— namely,  the 
prevailing  wage  system 
used  to  determine  city 
workers'  wages— it  would 
help  alleviate  the  shortage 


by  allowing  registered 
nurses'  salaries  to  be  set 
at  the  highest  prevailing 
wage  in  six  Bay  Area 
counties  rather  that  the 
average  prevailing  wage. 
We  would  prefer  to  see 
an  amendment  to  do 
away  with  prevailing 
wages  altogether  but, 
short  of  that,  Prop.  F  will 
help  solve  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem  for  the  city’s  hospi¬ 
tals. 

PROP.G: 

Withdrawn  from 
ballot 

PROP.  H: 

Public  health 
administrators 

NO 

This  is  one  of  those  char¬ 
ter  amendments  that 
seem  to  be  brought  up 
every  election  and  voted 
down.  Prop  H,  which 
would  allow  several  public 
health  posts  to  be  filled 
from  outside  the  city’s 
civil  service  system,  has 
been  rejected  by  the 
voters,  in  different  forms, 
twice  before.  It  would  al¬ 
low  the  director  of  public 
health  to  appoint  four 
deputy  directors  and  a 
chief  administrator  for 
Laguna  Honda  Hospital, 
and  allow  the  administra¬ 
tor  of  SF  General  Hos¬ 
pital  to  appoint  four  asso¬ 
ciate  administrators,  with¬ 
out  going  through  the  civil

PROP.  I: 

Art  commission 
exemptions 

NO 

We're  opposing  this 
amendment  for  the 
same  reasons  we  oppose 
Prop.  H.  It  would  allow  the 
executive  director  of  the 
art  commission,  with 
the  commission’s  approv¬ 
al,  to  appoint  curators,  ar¬ 
tists,  technicians  and  spe¬ 
cialists  without  going 
through  the  civil  service 
system.  Prop  I  has  many  of 
the  pitfalls  of  Prop.  H,  and 
one  more— nowhere  in  the 
amendment  is  it  speci¬ 
fied  how  many  positions 
would  be  exempted  from 
civil  service.  The  measure 


leaves  that  up  to  the  Art 
Commission’s  executive 
director. 

PROP.  J: 

Assistant  sheriff 

YES 

Though  this  amendment 
is  similar  to  Props.  H 
and  I  in  that  it  exempts 
a  city  position  from  civil 
service  requirements,  we 
urge  a  yes  vote  on  Prop.  J 
for  two  reasons.  First,  the 
assistant  sheriff,  who 
handles  interdepartmental 
personnel  policy,  should 
not  be  chosen  exclusively 
from  the  ranks  of  civil 
service  applicants  simply 
because  of  the  importance 
of  the  position.  Currently, 
neither  the  assistant  po¬ 
lice  chief  nor  the  assis¬ 
tant  fire  chief  is  selected 
through  civil  service,  and 
we  see  no  reason  why  the 
assistant  sheriff  should  be 
any  different.  Second,  it 
is  already  established 
practice  for  an  elected 
sheriff  to  designate  an 
assistant  sheriff  without 
going  through  civil  service 
procedures.  This  measure 
does  nothing  more  that 
formalize  that  practice. 

PROP.  K: 

Tax  rate 


computation 

YES 

No  controversy  here. 

For  property  tax  pur¬ 
poses,  the  city  currently 
assesses  the  value  of  prop¬ 
erty  at  25%  of  its  full 
value  and  then  taxes  it  at 
a  rate  of  $4  per  $100  of 
value.  This  measure  is  de¬ 
signed  to  bring  these  pro¬ 
cedures  in  line  with  recent¬ 
ly  revised  state  law.  If  Prop. 
K  passes,  assessments 
would  be  made  at  100% 
of  full  market  value,  and 
properties  taxed  at  the  rate 
of  $1  per  $100  of  value, 
which  would  have  no  ef¬ 
fect  on  the  amount  of 
taxes  a  property  owner 
pays. 

PROP.  L: 

Purchasing 

limitations 

YES 

If  passed,  Prop.  L  would 
allow  department  heads 
to  sign  contracts  for  sup¬ 
plies  or  services  costing 
up  to  $15,000  without  get¬ 
ting  the  signature  of  the 
city’s  purchaser  of  sup¬ 
plies  and  the  chief  admini¬ 
strative  officer.  Currently, 
any  agreement  worth  more 
than  $2,000  must  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  both.  The  change 
is  needed  to  make  up  for 
inflation— the  $2,000  level 
was  set  in  1932  when  the 
present  city  charter  was 
written.  Two  thousand 
1932  dollars  are  equal  to 
$14,500  today.  In  1932,  the

This  measure  gives  the 
chief  administrative 
officer  or  the  board  or 
commission  involved  per¬ 
mission  to  allow  depart¬ 
ment  heads  to  approve 
changes  and  extra  work  in 
city  contracts  without  go¬ 
ing  through  the  CAO  or 
controller.  There  is  no 
public  opposition  to  Prop. 
M,  which  would  cut  red 
tape  and  delays  in  simple 
construction  projects. 

PROP.  N: 

Labor 

negotiation 

sessions 

NO 

This  charter  amendment 
is  another  attempt  to 
limit  public  accountability 
of  city  boards  and  commi¬ 
ssions.  It  would  allow  com¬ 
mittees  of  boards  or  com¬ 
missions  to  meet  in  private 
sessions  with  their  labor 
negotiators.  If  Prop.  N 
passes,  the  public  could 


have  no  way  of  knowing 
what  the  city  is  bargain¬ 
ing  for  when  it  begins  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  city  em¬ 
ployees.  Proponents  of  the 
change  argue  that  secret 
sessions  are  necessary  so 
as  not  to  tip  the  city’s 
hat  before  labor  negotia¬ 
tions  begin.  But  the  unions 
representing  city  em¬ 
ployees  will  know  exactly 
what  the  city  is  bargain¬ 
ing  for  as  soon  as  they 
meet  in  negotiations  for 
the  first  time.  There  is  no 
compelling  argument  to 
keeping  taxpayers  away 
from  meetings  where  use 
of  tax  dollars  are  being 
discussed.  This  amend¬ 
ment  should  be  soundly 
rejected. 

PROP.  O: 

Board 

presidency  term 

YES 

Despite  the  opposi¬ 
tion  of  Sups.  Kopp 
and  Nelder,  there  is  no 
reason  to  vote  against 
Prop.  O.  What  the  charter 
amendment  would  do  is 
make  the  term  of  the  board 
presidency  coincide  with 
the  terms  of  the  super¬ 
visors.  When  the  city’s 
big  downtown  interests 
successfully  led  the  fight 
to  eliminate  district  elec¬ 
tions,  one  consequence 
was  that  the  date  of  elec¬ 
tion  for  supervisors  was 
changed.  If  Prop.  O  doesn’t 
pass,  one  set  of  super¬ 
visors  could  be  selecting 
the  board  president  for 
another  set  of  supervisors 


elected  later.  Kopp  and 
Nelder  oppose  the  amend¬ 
ment  on  the  ground  it 
doesn’t  go  far  enough. 
They  would  like  to  see  the 
top  vote-getter  in  a  super¬ 
visorial  election  auto¬ 
matically  become  the 
board  president.  But  the 
voters  will  have  a  chance 
to  approve  a  measure  to 
that  effect  in  June  1982, 
and  Prop.  O  will  have  no 
effect  on  the  outcome  of 
that  proposed  change. 

PROP.  P: 

Taxicab 

regulations 

NO 

Something  has  to  be 
done  about  San  Fran¬ 
cisco’s  taxi  industry,  but 
Prop.  P  isn’t  it.  When  the 
voters  passed  Prop.  K  in 
1978,  they  effectively 
helped  put  an  end  to  a 
highly  speculative  taxi  per¬ 
mit  market.  Prior  to  Prop. 
K,  permits  sold  on  the 
open  market  for  as  much 
as  $25,000.  Prop.  K  ended 
that  practice  by  prohibit¬ 
ing  the  transfer  of  taxi 
permits  from  one  party 
to  another. 

However,  Prop.  K  also 
had  some  negative  con¬ 
sequences.  Because  Prop 
K  requires  that  permits 
held  by  drivers  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  city  once 
the  permit  holder  dies, 
the  larger  taxi  companies, 
primarily  Yellow,  Luxor, 
De  Soto  and  Veterans, 
have  been  losing  permits 
to  the  smaller,  nonunion- 
ized  companies,  many 
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without  radio  service  and 
therefore  incapable  of  pro¬ 
viding  taxi  service  to  San 
Francisco  neighborhoods. 
As  a  result,  there  is  an 
overabundance  of  taxis 
downtown  and  at  the  air¬ 
port,  and  a  shortage  of 
taxis  in  the  Sunset,  the 
Richmond,  the  Mission 
and  every  other  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Prop.  P  does  nothing 
more  than  repeal  Prop.  K 
and  put  the  whole  matter 
back  into  the  hands  of  the 
Supervisors.  As  much  as 
changes  in  taxi  regulations 
are  needed  so  San  Fran¬ 
ciscans  can  enjoy  better 
cab  service,  we  are  du¬ 
bious  about  putting  the 
power  to  make  those 
changes  into  the  hands 
of  the  Supervisors'.  As  the 
Guardian  has  pointed  out 
before,  the  four  super¬ 
visors  who  signed  Prop. 
P  and  put  the  measure  on 
the  ballot  all  received 
sizable  contributions  from 
the  taxi  industry.  Who  will 
the  Supervisors  have  in 
mind  when  new  taxicab 
regulations  are  drawn  up? 
Will  it  be  the  present  per¬ 
mit  owners,  the  drivers  or 


taxi  users?  Prop.  P  doesn’t 
answer  that.  Even  some 
drivers  who  support  re¬ 
peal  of  present  taxi  reg¬ 
ulations  agree  they  are 
taking  a  gamble.  They 
don’t  know  exactly  what 
kind  of  regulations  the 
Supervisors  will  draft. 
While  those  drivers  are 
willing  to  risk  that  gamble, 
we  are  not.  Such  a  risk 
isn’t  good  for  the  city  or 
for  taxi  drivers.  We  would 
be  willing  to  support  a 
change  in  taxicab  regu¬ 
lations  as  long  as  the  new 
regulations  are  drafted  be¬ 
fore  current  regulations 
are  repealed.  Short  of  that, 
we’ll  settle  for  a  system 
that,  though  less  than  per¬ 
fect,  does  curtail  some 
abuses  that  occurred  be¬ 
fore  Prop.  K  passed.  When 
well-reasoned  and  effec¬ 
tive  taxi  cab  regulations 
are  presented  to  the  voters, 
we’ll  be  willing  to  go  along. 
But  as  far  as  Prop.  P 
goes,  there  are  too  many 
unanswered  questions. 
Vote  No!

The  Great  Guardian 

ICE  CREAM 


BY  DEBORAH  QUILTER 

Next  time  you’re  at  a  party  and  the 
conversation  gets  dull,  try  sug¬ 
gesting  that  you  know  who  makes 
the  best  ice  cream  in  town  and 
watch  what  happens.  People  who  ordinarily 
hesitate  to  voice  opinions  about  nuclear 
power  or  the  Middle  East  will  take  up  arms 
for  their  favorite  ice  cream. 


For  example,  the  following  exchange  took  place  in 
my  living  room  after  I  happened  to  mention  I  was 
working  on  this  story: 


Person 

A: 

(laughing)  “The  best  ice  cream?  That’s 
easy.  Everybody  knows  Haagen-Dazs  is 
the  best.” 

Person 

B: 

( stiffening )  “Well,  you’ve  obviously  nev¬ 
er  had  Gelato.” 

Person 

A: 

(in  a  menaiingtone)  “What  do  you  mean,. 
I’ve  obviously  never  had  Gelato?” 

Person 

C: 

( timidly )  “Uh— I  don’t  like  Italian  ice 
cream.  Bud’s  is  my  favorite.” 

We’re  about  to  add  more  fuel  to  the  fire  with  the 
results  of  the  second  annual  Guardian  ice  cream  tasting 
—  our  choice  of  the  best  of  the  locally  made  Bay  Area 
ice  creams.  That  monumental  task,  which  we  first  ad¬ 
dressed  last  year  when  Double  Rainbow  walked  away 
with  the  gold  medal,  has  grown  even  more  challeng¬ 
ing:  since  our  last  tasting  a  year  ago,  the  number  of 
Bay  Area  stores  making  and  selling  their  own  ice 
creams  has  grown  by  more  than  25%  .  In  the  city,  the 
number  has  doubled.  Where  once  Bud's,  Swenson's 
and  Dreyer's  were  the  names  on  ice  cream  aficionados’ 
lips,  the  primacy  of  Gelato  over  Vivoli’s  is  now  debat¬ 
ed,  and  exotic  new  flavors  seem  to  appear  virtually 
weekly. 

To  bring  order  to  this  chaos,  and  58  bowls  of  ice 
cream,  identified  only  by  letters,  to  the  palates  of  our 
crack  tasting  team,  we  began  by  verifying  our  list  of 
stores  that  actually  made  the  ice  creams  they  sold. 
To  be  precise,  since  this  was  a  point  of  contention  in 
last  year’s  tasting,  we  limited  entrants  to  those  that 
either  make  their  own  ice  creams  on  the  premises  or 
that  have  ice  cream  made  exclusively  for  them,  using 
their  own  formulas. 

Going  with  the  strong  majority  preferences,  we  de¬ 
cided  to  taste  each  manufacturer’s  vanilla  and  choco¬ 
late.  As  we  did  last  year,  to  minimize  the  possible  in¬ 
fluence  on  tasters’  palates  of  the  colors  used  to  produce 
chocolates,  all  the  chocolates  in  the  elimination  rounds 
were  tasted  blindfolded— which  made  for  some  up¬ 
roarious  scenes  as  tasters  groped  about  the  table, 
spoons  extended,  but  also,  we  feel,  for  more  reliable 
results. 

Ice  cream  tasting  may  sound  to  many  like  a  fantasy, 
but  the  judges  quickly  discovered  it  could  become  a 
task.  The  tasting  was  divided  into  four  rounds:  one 
each  for  San  Francisco  vanillas  and  chocolates,  one 
for  East  Bay  ice  creams  and  the  final  round  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  best  Bay  Area  ice  creams.  Mineral  water 
with  lemon  and  rice  cakes  were  available  to  clear 
the  tasters’  palates.  Ice  creams  were  scored,  then 
ranked,  from  best  to  worst,  in  each  category. 

There  will  be  quibbles,  as  there  always  are,  that 
our  judges  failed  to  take  seriously  the  complexities  of 
ice  cream  tasting.  Professional  tasters,  after  all,  rate 
ice  cream  according  to  a  complex  score  card  such  as 
the  one  illustrated  in  W.S.  Arbuckle’s  authoritative 
treatise  on  the  subject,  Ice  Cream.  Flavor  can  be  char¬ 
acterized  in  14  different  ways,  including  "cooked,” 
“too  sweet,”  “rancid,”  “oxidized,”  “metallic”  and

Body  and  texture,  two  different  charac¬ 
teristics,  can  each  be  rated  five  different  ways.  Pro¬ 
fessionals  also  score  an  ice  cream’s  color,  melting  qual¬ 
ity  and  bacterial  content. 

That’s  one  approach,  and  the  Guardian’s  tasters 
were  admonished  to  consider  the  various  aspects  of 
each  ice  cream’s  appearance,  body,  texture  and 
flavors.  But  we  were,  after  all,  seeking  results  that 
would  make  sense  to  the  Bay  Area  consumers  who 
spend  thousands  of  dollars  each  year  on  ice  cream.  To 
represent  their  interests,  the  Guardian  chose  a  panel 
of  eight  judges,  all  with  sophisticated  palates  but  none 
of  them  technical  experts  in  ice  cream. 

The  vanilla  colors  ranged  from  a  pale  pink  cham¬ 
pagne  to  an  alarming  yellow.  Responses  varied  from 
“Yech.”  “What  creates  this  flabby  taste?’’,  “I’ve  had 
grits  that  make  a  better  vanilla"  and  “Could  be  used  for 
grout”  on  the  low  end,  to  middle-range  comments 
such  as  “Good,  but  not  vanilla,”  “Medium,"  "Mel¬ 
low”  and  “Intriguing"  to  raves,  “Excellent,”  “You  can 
almost  taste  the  bean,  "“Lovely  vanilla  lilt.  ”

There  were  also  several  protests:  “ Maple- y,  ”  one 
complained.  “Lemon-y.  ’’“Walnut.  "“Coconut.  ” 

Before  the  San  Francisco  chocolate  tasting  the 
judges  were  as  restless  as  thoroughbreds  before  a  big 
race—  the  mere  mention  of  the  word  chocolate  put  a 
glimmer  to  their  eyes.  This  enthusiasm  was  somewhat 
dampened  by  the  requirement  that  the  judges  be  blind¬ 
folded  so  they  would  not  be  influenced  bv  the  often 
deceiving  colors  of  chocolate  ice  cream,  which  varied 
from  beige  decorator  shades  to  evil-looking  dark 
tones.  Feelings  about  chocolate  ran  so  strong  that 
some  judges  couldn’t  restrain  themselves:  “This  is  not 
chocolate!”  one  judge  blustered,  breaking  the  discipline 
of  silence. 

The  judges  accused  the  chocolate  ice  creams  of 
numerous  sins:  “Malty!”  “Weak!”  “Moldy!”  “Almost 
tasteless!”  “Tastes  like  Nestles  Quik — boycott  it!”  And 
they  praised  them:  “Marvelous,"  "Fabulous  creamy 
texture”  and  “ Intense ,  wonderful  fudge.  ”

If  the  elimination  rounds  were  challenging,  the 
final  taste-off  was  downright  difficult.  The  blind¬ 
folds  were  left  off  for  this  one,  on  the  theory  that  ul¬ 
timately  an  ice  cream  is  chosen  because  of  its  total 
impact  on  the  senses.  The  problem  the  judges  en¬ 
countered  here  was  one  many  consumers  long  for:  the 
ice  creams  were  all  at  least  good.  “Oh,  thank  God,” 
one  frustrated  judge  exclaimed,  “a  mediocre  ice  cream! 
I  was  giving  them  all  high  scores!  ” 

That  Bay  Area  ice  creams  are  good  and  getting  bet¬ 
ter  is  reflected  in  the  closeness  of  the  final  results.  Our 
judges  agree  that  last  year’s  winner.  Double  Rainbow, 
is  still  among  the  best  area  ice  creams.  But  the  crown 
now  passes  to  two  oft-mentioned  makers  of  Italian- 
style  ice  creams— Gelato  in  San  Francisco  and  Vivoli’s 
in  Berkeley.  Haagen-Dazs,  a  newcomer  with  its  store 
on  Union  Street,  leapt  into  a  second-place  tie  with 
Double  Rainbow,  while  Dreyer’s  held  its  position 
among  the  top  ice  creams,  sharing  third  place  with 
the  Latest  Scoop. 

No  doubt  the  Guardian  results  will  not  solve  the 
great  ice  cream  debate,  which  will  likely  rage  on  in¬ 
definitely.  But  for  those  who  are  disappointed  that 
their  favorite  ice  cream  didn’t  win,  here  are  the  con¬ 
soling  words  of  Person  B:  “Well,  there’s  no  accounting 
for  some  people’s  taste!  ”  ■ 


TRUTH  IN 
ICE  CREAM

«on't  you  think  there 
are  some  things  man¬ 
kind  wasn't  meant  to  know — 
like  the  ingredients  of  ice 
cream?”  my  friend  Larry  asked 
just  before  he  plunged  his  plas¬ 
tic  spoon  into  a  large  dish  of 
banana  ice  cream. 

Fie  has  a  point.  Ice  cream 
is  one  of  the  few  legal  and  fair¬ 
ly  wholesome  pleasures  left  in 
the  world.  But  curiosity  about 
whether  the  winning  ice 


creams  would  also  be  the  pur¬ 
est  won  out.  The  results  show 
that  only  one  ice  cream — 
Ftaagen  Dazs — doesn’t  include 
additives.  Since  January  1980, 
when  the  Truth  in  Ice  Cream 
Act  was  passed  in  California, 
consumers  have  had  the  right 
to  ask.  over  the  counter,  for  a 
full  list  of  an  ice  cream's  in¬ 
gredients. 

Some  additives,  such  as 
carob  bean,  sound  like  they'd 
be  good  for  you.  Indeed,  St. 
John  the  Baptist  reputedly  lived 
on  carob  beans  when  he  went 
into  the  wilderness.  But  ac¬ 


cording  to  Ruth  Winter  in  her 
book  A  Consumer’s  Diction¬ 
ary  of  Food  Additives,  others 
are  on  the  Food  and  Drug  Ad¬ 
ministration  list  of  food  addi¬ 
tives  to  be  studied  for  possible 
mutagenic  (mutation-causing), 
teratogenic  (producing  fetal  de¬ 
fects).  subacute  and  reproduc¬ 
tive  effects. 

Ice  cream  manufacturers  use 
stabilizers  such  as  carageen- 
an,  guar  gum  and  carob  or  lo¬ 
cust  bean  to  prevent  the  for¬ 
mation  of  ice  crystals.  Emul¬ 
sifiers  such  as  mono-  and  di- 
glycerides,  polysorbate  80  and 
polysorbate  65  prevent  the  mix¬ 
ture  from  separating  and  give 
it  a  smooth  texture. 

Carageenan,  mono-  and  di¬ 
glycerides  and  polysorbate  65 
and  80  are  all  currently  under 
review  by  the  FDA.  But  accord¬ 
ing  to  Michael  Jacobson.  Ph.D., 
of  the  Center  for  Science  in 
Washington,  D  C.,  these  ingre¬ 
dients  are  harmless.  "The  worst 
things  about  ice  cream  are  the 
saturated  fats,  which  promote 


heart  disease,  and  high  calorie 
content,  which  promotes  obes¬ 
ity."

With  the  exception  of  Eureka  Theatre 
— which  suffered  a  tragic  fire  last 
week,  causing  the  group  to  move 
and  delay  its  opening  show — most 
local  repertory  companies  have  just 
embarked  on  their  new  seasons. 

The  Magic  Theatre’s  opener  is  Stuck,  a  new  work 
by  nationally  recognized  playwright  Adele  Edling 
Shank.  In  the  first  act  of  Stuck,  a  group  of  commuters 
are  caught  in  a  freeway  traffic  jam  on  the  way  to 
work,  and  they  are  surprisingly  relaxed  about  it.  The 
exception  is  an  edgy,  paranoid  guy  in  a  battered  car

who  snaps  at  everyone  who  comes  near  him,  leers  at 
the  young  woman  on  roller  skates  selling  donuts  and 
raves  about  “foreigners  taking  over  the  country” 
when  he  sees  that  a  couple  -of  Italian  tourists  are 
sharing  the  same  clogged  freeway  artery  with  him. 

This  character,  who  has  a  relatively  small  role  in 
the  play,  gives  voice  to  a  dark  undercurrent  in  Shank’s 
funny,  pointed  modern  comedy  of  manners.  The 
other  people  we  encounter  (with  the  exception  of  the 
broadly  drawn  Italians)  are  cool,  white  middle-class 
fellow- workers  for  an  anonymous  corporation.  They 
pass  their  delay  sipping  coffee,  perusing  the  paper  and 
sorting  out  the  office  intrigues  that  give  their  routine 
its  spice  and  motion.  None  of  them  has  the  powder- 
keg  bitterness  that  the  man  with  the  crumpled  fenders 
displays,  but  most  do  convey  a  sense  of  oppressive  dis¬ 
satisfaction. 

The  beautiful  young  executive  Jenny  (Francine 
Lembi)  is  experimenting  with  celibacy  out  of  frustra¬ 
tion  with  the  lackluster  men  in  her  life.  Acerbic, 
world  weary  Rick  (John  Lion)  hurtles  through  male 
menopause  by  chasing  after  a  teasing  young  file  clerk 
named  Margaret  (Victoria  Emory)  and  keeping  up  a 
barrage  of  self-deprecating  quips.  Middle  manage¬ 
ment  David  (Kenneth  Kurtenbach)  embarks  on  an  af¬ 
fair  with  married  coworker  Carol  (Sherry  Steffens), 
while  worrying  that  it  may  cost  him  his  hard-won 
status  quo. 

Shank’s  characters  arc  typos,  albeit  recognizable 
and  contemporary  types,  and  their  interaction  on  the 
paralyzed  stretch  of  freeway  gives  us  a  freeze  frame 
look  at  how  their  “types”  of  lives  are  being  lived.  By 
the  end  of  the  play  we  can  see  the  pattern  of  the  grid 
these  people  are  chasing  around  in,  even  if  we  don’t 
see  beyond  it. 

The  show  has  been  staged  by  Ted  Shank  in  the  back 
of  Ft.  Mason’s  Pier  3  on  a  set  constructed  to  resemble 
part  of  a  freeway.  There  are  the  cars,  and  the  bumpy 
white  line  marking  the  road,  but  the  setting  is  not 
dramatically  exploited.  Unlike  Shank’s  earlier  play 
Sunset/ Sunrise,  which  involved  an  onstage  swimming 
pool  and  carport,  one  can  imagine  the  piece  being 
done  on  an  almost  barren  stage  just  as  convincingly. 

For  it  is  the  dialogue,  the  fine  acting,  and  the  de¬ 
licious  moments  of  surprise  and  linkage  that  place 
Stuck  firmly  on  target  in  its  satire  of  the  discreet 
malaise  of  the  American  petit  bourgeoisie.  “Have  you 
ever  told  an  answering  machine  you  love  it?”  asks 
Rick,  describing  how  the  last  stage  of  an  affair  is  being 
conducted  via  taped  phone  messages. 

In  form,  Stuck  most  resembles  a  daytime  TV  soap 
opera  with  its  unravelling  intrigues,  large  mingling 
cast  and  constantly  shifting  sexual  and  power  dynam¬ 
ics.  But  Shank  rigorously  avoids  any  excursion  into  the 
melodrama  or  momentary  catharsis  that  soap  opera 
depends  on  for  impact.  There  is  a  potentially  tragic 
moment  toward  the  end  of  Stuck,  but  the  emotions 


are  not  signalled  and  the  audience  is  held  firmly  at 
arm’s  length.  Nor  is  the  paranoid  rage  of  the  man  with 
the  dented  fenders  explained  or  sociologically  explored. 
Shank  is  after  something  particular,  pared-down:  a 
sharp-edged,  distanced  portrait-in-motion  of  one  level 
of  American  life.  With  her  finely  tuned  comic  dia¬ 
logue  and  a  talented,  well-timed  crew  of  actors  at  her 
service,  that  is  precisely  what  we  get. 

I  also  caught  the  opening  of  two  other  repertory 
seasons  recently.  Berkeley  Rep  has  mounted  a  solid 
production  of  Chekhov’s  The  Cherry  Orchard,  di¬ 
rected  with  taste  and  precision  by  James  Moll.  There’s 
nothing  surprising  in  this  version  of  Chekhov’s  rich 
final  play,  but  it  is  well-performed  and  absorbing, 
and  the  first  Berkeley  Rep  production  in  recent 
memory  not  plagued  by  miscasting.  A  number  of  very 
talented  actors  have  been  added  to  the  ensemble  this 
season,  some  of  them  veterans  of  the  legendary  San 
Francisco  Actors’  Workshop,  and  their  contributions 
are  already  being  felt.  Joy  Carlin,  Hope  Alexander- 
Willis,  Robert  Haswell  and  Irving  Israel  join  other 
members  of  the  company  to  give  this  production  its 
grace  and  authority. 

The  One  Act  Theatre  is  running,  on  alternate 
weekends,  two  trios  of  plays,  winners  of  a  national 
playwrighting  contest  for  women  the  theater  spon¬ 
sored.  The  bill  begins  with  The  Autumn  Lpdies,  a 
long,  unconvincing  look  at  the  sexuality  of  older 
people  by  dramatist  Susan  Nanus.  The  play  begins  to 
drag  very  soon  after  it  begins,  and  one  wonders 
what  exactly  the  writer  was  implying  about  the  sex 
lives  of  her  characters:  could  they  really  be  so  boring? 
The  second  play.  Decrescendo  by  Irene  Oppenheim, 
is  far  more  entertaining,  with  elegant,  funny  dialogue 
and  some  clever  twists.  The  final  entry  of  the  evening 
is  Fits  and  Starts  by  Grace  McKeaney.  A  gargoyle  car¬ 
toon  of  a  mad  housewife,  it  is  well  performed  by  Anita 
Mertzel  but  gets  tangled  up  in  rampaging  cleverness. 
I’d  like  to  see  the  writer’s  excursions  into  less  familiar 
(and  well-trod)  dramatic  territory. 

Passing  Through:  The  Tianjin  Peking  Opera  of  China 
has  hit  town,  and  if  you  have  any  interest  in  visual 
splendor,  breathtaking  acrobatics,  and  the  traditions 
of  ancient  theater,  don’t  miss  it.  This  troupe  does  a 
particularly  crowd-pleasing  form  of  the  work.  A 
Shanghai  troupe,  recently  on  tour  in  the  East,  concen¬ 
trated  more  on  subtle  acting  and  vocal  style  than  this 
company  does.  But  that  doesn’t  diminish  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  these  amazing  performers  and  the  im¬ 
pact  of  the  dazzling  costumes,  music,  masks  and  make¬ 
up.  I  caught  the  opening  night  of  The  Adventure  of 
Monkey  King  and  was  continually  surprised  by  what 
actor  Mu  Xiangxi  and  his  fellow  actors  could  do  with 
flips,  twirls,  leaps,  facial  expressions,  swordfights, 
juggling,  et  al.  Your  expectations  can  be  calibrated  as 
high  as  you  want  them;  I’ll  be  very  surprised  if  they 
are  not  met.  ■

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A  knockout  of  a 
video  festival

s  you  read  this,  the  San  Francisco  Inter¬ 
nationa]  Film  Festival  is  winding  down. 
You  probably  think  it’s  safe  to  go  out 
into  the  daylight  again,  right?  Well, 
think  again.  The  San  Francisco  Inter¬ 
national  Video  Festival  is  here  and  it  promises  to  be  a 
knockout. 

As  video  festivals  go,  this  one  is  virtually  unique.  (It 
joins  the  exclusive  ranks  of  the  unjuried  Athens  (Ohio) 
Festival  and  the  annual  Ithaca  (NY)  traveling  show.) 
So,  while  this  is  only  the  second  edition  of  the  festival, 
it’s  already  blossomed  into  an  event  of  considerable 
importance.  World  premieres,  prestigious  entrants 
and  jurors  and  a  benefit  opening  spell  Big  Time.  Hav¬ 
ing  prescreened  most  of  the  tapes,  I  can  safely  say  this 
year’s  festival  also  spells  near  continuous  pleasure 
from  now  until  Nov.  3. 

The  festival  takes,  place  in  a  variety  of  intriguing 
locations:  on  the  Sausalito  ferry,  at  Club  Generic,  the 
Boarding  House,  Blanche’s  Restaurant  and  the  Roxie 
Cinema,  on  Channels  9  and  60  and  at  traditional  art 
spaces  like  La  Mamelle,  80  Langton  St.,  Video  Free 
America,  the  SF  Art  Institute,  California  College  of 
Arts  and  Crafts  and  the  University  of  San  Francisco. 
In  addition  to  videotapes,  two  films  and  performances 
by  12  artists  will  also  be  showcased.  This  performance 
emphasis  reflects  a  relatively  new-found  interest  in 
screening  tapes  at  nightclubs  and  in  conjunction  with 
live  performance.  Video  artists  have,  until  recently, 
worked  to  gain  broadcast  access.  Alas,  they’ve  discov¬ 
ered  that  audiences  hypnotized/lobotomized  by  com¬ 
mercial  television  aren’t  quite  ready  for  video  art.  Yet. 

Each  of  the  festival’s  27  programs  begins  with  Chip 
Lord’s  80- second  tape  Get  Ready  to  March!  It  makes  a 
single  point  to  the  tune  of  a  single  tin  horn  playing 
“America”:  That  the  new  federal  budget  allocates  $88 
million  for  military  marching  bands  and  $86  million 
for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  It’s  the 
punchiest  political  moment  of  the  festival. 

The  tapes  run  the  entire  gamut  from  the  sole  land¬ 
scape  selection  (Davidson  Gigliotti's  enervated  After 
Montgolfier)  to  the  sole  documentary  (Branda  Miller’s 
moving  Gary  Cowvein),  from  Graeme  Whifler’s 
promo  film  of  Tuxedo  Moon  (Jinx)  to  Joe  Rees/Target 
Video’s  punk  music  collage.  Underground  Forces , 
from  a  colorized  Japanese  tape,  Yasuo  Shinohara’s 
haunting  Silence  Mecanique  (the  closest  thing  here  to

a  black  and  white  tape)  to  Steina  and  Woody  Vasul- 
ka’s  formalistic  demonstration  of  state  of  the  art  elec¬ 
tronic  wizardry — and  Bradford  Smith’s  sculpture — 
called  Progeny. 

Perhaps  the  most  curious  tape  in  the  festival  is 
Robert  Ashley’s  and  John  Sanborn’s  long-awaited  Mu¬ 
sic/  Word/ File  and  I  Would  Do  It  Again  (Coo-Coo). 
The  first  of  several  tapes  to  be  based  on  Ashley’s  opera. 
Perfect  Lives  (Private  Parts),  it  tells  the  story  of  a 
pianist  and  her  boyfriend.  Or  at  least  alludes  to  the 
existence  of  a  pianist  and  a  boyfriend.  The  music 
drones  deliciously  and  the  images  swirl  sensuously 
with  the  WNET,  high-tech  look  Sanborn  has  per¬ 
fected.  Unlike  the  slow-moving  opera,  the  pace  of  the 
tape  is  frenetic  and  the  meaning  (still)  elusive. 

Two  of  the  tapes  I  enjoyed  most  are  the  product  of 
local  artists.  Judith  Barry’s  Casual  Shopper  (I  saw  the 
short  version)  is  a  wry  look  at  the  casual  pickup- as- 
commodity  in  this  mini-tale  of  lust  among  the  shop¬ 
ping  malls.  Max  Almy’s  Deadline  is  an  installation 
that  probes  the  anxiety  of  the  long  distance  runner  to 
unnervingly  dissociated  and  dream-like  effect.

It  all  seems  so  simple,  putting  together  a 
single  compelling  musical  thought,  yet  no  other  rock 
band  in  history  has  been  able  to  do  it  with  such  consis¬ 
tency.  Many  rock  guitarists  have  greater  technical 
chops  than  either  Richards  or  Ron  Wood,  but  rock 
and  roll  is  above  all  about  feel,  not  instrumental 
virtuosity. 

Listening  to  the  Stones  unfurl  riff  after  memorable 
rift  at  their  26-song,  2'/i  -hour  concert  Sunday  con¬ 
tinually  took  me  back  to  the  times  when  I  first  heard 
them.  The  simple  eight-note  intro  to  “Satisfaction," 
the  band’s  first  number  one  hit  in  America  and  per¬ 
haps  the  single  most  famous  song  the  Stones  have  ever 
recorded,  evoked  the  still-overwhelming  impact  of  the 
mid-Sixties  British  Invasion.  Richards’s  opening  bars 
to  “Jumping  Jack  Flash,”  the  one  record  I  would  take 
with  me  to  the  proverbial  desert  island,  assured  all 
Stones  fans  back  in  1968  that  the  band  would  survive 
the  death  of  Brian  Jones. 

“Honky  Tonk  Women”  has  a  special  meaning  for 
me.  It  came  out  in  the  summer  of  1969,  a  time  when 
I  was  spending  a  rather  unpleasant  stretch  in  the  cus¬ 
tody  of  the  U.S.  government.  Detonated  by  Richards’s 
fractured  single-note  lead,  the  song  instantly  cut 
through  the  garbage  of  AM  radio  that  was  constantly 
played  over  prison  loudspeakers,  a  reassuring  remind¬ 
er  that  certain  verities  remained. 

When  these  and  other  classics  were  mixed  with  the 
band’s  newer  material,  the  same  warm  feelings  came 
over  me.  Somehow  the  Stones  continually  manage  to 
regain  that  special  spark  of  creativity  even  after  you 
think  they’ve  gone  down  for  the  count.  Reviewing  last 
year’s  dull  and  listless  Emotional  Rescue,  it  wasn't 
hard  to  feel  that  it  really  was  all  over  now  for  the 
onetime  “world’s  greatest  rock  band.”  But  with  the 
release  of  Tattoo  You,  even  thinking  about  any  im¬ 
pending  demise  of  the  Stones  seems  terribly  wrong. 

From  the  opening  chords  of  “Start  Me  Up,”  the 
group’s  new  single,  the  crowd’s  response  indicated 
that  this  song  has  already  been  accepted  into  the  Stones 
Pantheon.  Evoking,  but  not  rehashing  the  sound  of

Pixote 

With  wrenching  realism,  Hec-. 
tor  Babenco  and  a  vast  cast  of 
extraordinarily  unselfconscious 
nonprofessional  street  kids 
focus  on  ten-year-old  Pixote, 
one  of  Brazil’s  millions  of  home¬ 
less  youngsters  who  roam  the 
city  streets  and  get  picked  up 
by  the  police  for  no  reason.  At 
reform  school  where  everyone 
is  under  18  but  going  on  100, 
where  near-toddlers  line  up  with 
1 7-year-olds  scarred  and  cyni¬ 
cal  beyond  belief,  where  torture, 
beatings,  rape  and  even  murder 
are  routine,  justice  takes  the 
form  of  "if  there's  no  suspect 
find  one,"  the  victim  often  nev¬ 
er  to  be  seen  again.  Pixote  and 
three  others  escape,  and  the 
film's  equally  harrowing  sec¬ 
ond  half  is  a  graphic  study  of 
the  drug/sex/prostitution-oriented 
violence  and  horror  of  life  on 
the  outside.  Rehabilitation?  Pix¬ 
ote  has  learned  nothing  but 
hatred,  and  as  the  ten-year-old 
thief-now-murderer  finally  faces 
the  world  alone  he’s  beyond 
reach,  his  doom  immutable.  A 
stark  shocker  as  hypnotic  as 
it  is  repellent.

Raggedy  Man 

Oscar-winning  actress  Sissy 
Spacek  deserves  a  better  fol¬ 
low-up  film  than  this  one  directed 
by  husband  Jack  Fisk.  For  what 
she  has  to  work  with,  however, 
she's  excellent  as  the  divorced 
mother  of  two  boys  living  in  a 
tiny  Texas  town  and  working 
out  of  her  home  as  the  sole 
switchboard  operator.  She  wants 
a  better  job,  but  this  is  1944  and 
her  job  is  frozen.  One  night 
young  sailor  Eric  Roberts  ar-

rives,  is  trapped  there  by  a 
storm,  and  Spacek  becomes  as 
captivated  by  him  as  her  kids. 
There's  a  brief  tender  romance 
that  infuriates  two  redneck 
brothers  Spacek  had  spurned 
into  beating  him  up  and  planning 
a  worse*  fate  for  her.  All  the 
while  a  strangely  disfigured 
raggedy  man  drifts  on  the  plot's 
outer  fringes.  After  Spacek 
heartbrokenly  sends  Roberts 
away  the  movie  shifts  into  un¬ 
necessarily  violent  and  unbeliev¬ 
able  gear,  so  out  of  keeping 
with  what's  gone  before  that 
the  movie  not  only  develops 
acute  schizophrenia,  it,  along 
with  its  audiences'  dislocated 
sensibilities,  ends  up  limp  as  a 
rag.

Southern  Comfort 

What  kind  of  men  make  up  the 
National  Guard?  Walter  Hill's 
powerfully  elemental  picture  of 
a  nine-man  group  of  weekend 
soldiers  includes  a  dope  pusher, 
a  college  man  and  a  border¬ 
line  insanity  case.  All  set  out 
on  a  weekend  maneuver  in  the 
Louisiana  bayous,  they  "appro¬ 
priate"  canoes,  and  when  a  trig¬ 
ger-happy  Guardsman  fires 
blanks  in  fun  at  the  Cajun  own¬ 
ers,  they  shoot  his  sergeant 
dead.

Celeste 

Lovers  of  Marcel  Proust  will  find 
Percy  Adlon's  art  film  a  more 
than  worthy  remembrance  of 
things  past.  What,  it  asks,  do  a 
53-year-old  genius  and  a  20- 
year-old  country  girl  have  in 
common?  Just  about  everything 
apparently.  The  impossibly  de¬ 


manding  Proust  (Jurgen  Arndt) 
who  uses  towels  only  once,  has 
his  sheets  changed  every  day, 
his  dining-room  chairs  slip-cov¬ 
ered  and  his  mail  disinfected, 
is  indulged  in  everything  by  de¬ 
voted  housekeeper/mother/child 
Celeste  (Eva  Mattes)  who  match¬ 
es  her  life  to  his  for  the  eight 
years  of  their  relationship.  She 
calls  him  "Monsieur,”  he  calls 
her  "dear  Celeste,"  and  it  is  no 
trial  for  her  to  sit  for  hours  sim¬ 
ply  waiting  for  his  bell  to  ring 
and  to  conform  tahis  rarely  de¬ 


viating  rbutinbT  She  tells  of  ear¬ 
lier  events  and  personal  back¬ 
grounds  as  the  camera  ranges 
picturesquely  over  city  sights 
and  country  scenes,  and  both 
performances,  particularly 
Mattes's,  are  so  beautifully  in¬ 
flected  and  nuanced  they're 
spellbinding.  Proustians  will  be 
proud. 

The  Savage  Hunt  of  King 
Stakh 

The  look  of  this  Russian  entry 
is  classically  Transylvanian:  the 


myYtferiotlfefy  ominous  castle; 
the  young  man  who  seeks 
shelter  there  from  the  storm; 
the  eerily  pallid  beauty  of  the 
doll-like  owner;  her  enigmatic 
servant;  the  strange  rites;  the 
cobwebs;  the  shadowy  appari¬ 
tion  at  the  window;  the  stories 
of  family  curses,  and  so  on.  For 
a  while  one  is  caught  up  in  the 
gloom  and  doom  of  it  all  as  the 
owner  tells  the  young  man  that 
King  Stakh  was  a  peasant  king 
murdered  by  her  forebears 
whose  ghost  swore  vengeance 


Orf  her  family  for  twenty  gener¬ 
ations.  But  the  mood  is  unbrok¬ 
en  for  far  too  long,  and  although 
the  film  has  some  lovely  effects 
and  is,  in  the  beginning,  more 
than  a  little  intriguing,  the  mon¬ 
otony  of  its  consistently  slow 
rhythm  finally  completely  des¬ 
troys  all  suspense  altogether.
